Alva had been the only 
Occaſion of thoſe Broyls, which had now ſo long waſted Fr ace z 
ad that be had reccived ſuch Indignities from the Spaniard, by theix 
Murdering his Subjeds in Florida, by abetting and countenarſcing 


_ the Revolt of Final, and by Poyſoning his dear Siſter the Queen 


of Spain, as was vehemently ſuſpedted, and caſting out words touch- 
ing ber Honour, that he could ſuppreſs his Juſt Indignation no lon- 
Ser, but was Refolved to Vindicate himſelf by his Sword. 

At the ſame time he ſets a Treaty on foot, wherein it was more 
Secretly than ſincerely pgs to make Count Naſſaw, ( who was 
the Prince of Qranges Brother, and a particular Friend to the Admi- 
ral,) General of an Army againſt D* Alva: Of this he Adviſes the 
Adrt#ral,and declares his intent was, that his Catholick and Prote- 
ſtant Subjeas ( for both were dear to him ) ſhould-Unite againſt 
Spain, their Old, and Common Eneyny. 

Nane could blame the ddniratit he ſuſpected all this to be but 
Collufion, and yet he could not pierce into the bottom of the De- 
fgn. He knew very well, that at this very time the Spaniſh Em- 
baſſador was of the Kings Cabinet-Canncil 5 that the Dygf Gmiſe, 
and the Cardinal of Lorrain were Penſioners to Spain, all how to 
Reconcile theſe things with a Hearty War againſt the Spaniard was 
too difficult for-his Underſtanding. On the other hand, for Count 
Nafſaw to Coramand an Army in the Nerberlavds, would be a great

Command it ſhould be fo: He proceeds, and 
agrees with Count Naſſaw for the Raiſing the fore-mentioned Army 
againſt Spain; he offers the' Admiral to be Captain General, and- 
deſires him to repair to him at Parts, that he might give him Ad-
